Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains a reference to 
figure 2 at the bottom (one page Abstract of March 29, 2006). Correction is required. 
See MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

2. The disclosure Is objected to because of the following Informalities: In the 
amendment filed March 29, 2006 to the Cross Reference section there are non-initialed 
and dated alterations. It appears the EP was hand written over therein. Additionally on 
page 3, claim 1 is referred to. Since claim numbers are subject to change during 
prosecution this reference to claims should be removed and be written out in text form. 
Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148

6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 



19627106 in view of Bruck et al (5959264). 
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DE '1 06, discussed on pages 1 -3 of the specification, teaches a floor covering as 
recited except that the channels, of the sound absorbing blow molded part, are open 
towards the top of the blow molded part. 

Bruck et a! (which corresponds to EP 0775354) discussed on page s 4 and 5 of 
the specification, teaches that the sound absorbing plate instantly recited is a known 
sound absorbing plate and instantly used as the blow molded part of the instant 
invention. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to DE '106 to substitute one known blow molded sound 
insulating plate for another motivated by the fact Bruck et al discloses this plate used for 
the same purpose (i.e. sound adsorbing properties).
